Cedar Creek, Oct. 15th, 1874. 


Elder Edom Melman preached the introductory sermon from the 
1st division of the Psalms, Ist verse. Prayer by bro. B. R. Lyons. 

After a short recess the delegates met in the church and were call- 
ed to order by elder Isaac Cansler, the Moderator of last year. After 
singing the 688th hymn, prayer, by elder Isaac Cansler. Then the 
letters were presented by the delegates from six churches, and the 
names of the delegates enrolled. 

The Association proceeded to the election of officers, which result- 
ed as follows: Elder Isaac Cansler, Moderator; and bro. Levi Van 
Eaton, Clerk—A. M. Thomas and Amos Smith, being tellers, 

On motion, the reading of the letters was deferred until to-morrow 
morning, 9 o’clock.—On motion, the names of churches and delegates 
were enrolled, as follows :

The Committee of Arrangements fail to make a report, whereupon, 
the following order of business was adopted: The Association then 
proceeded to act on it in its proper order. 

Corresponding Messengers of last year made no report: Corres- 
ponding Messengers for next year—A. M. Thomas, to attend the Shi- 
Joh Association. 

The Committee on Finances, called on to report: Reported that 
they had received from the churches $5,205. The money was handed 
ever to the Clerk, and the Committee discharged. 

The hours of meeting and adjourning were appointed as follows :

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REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


Your committee beg leave to report: We regard intemperance as 
a deadly foe to mankind, and the evi] resulting from the manufacture, 
sale and habitual use as a beverage of intoxicating’ liquors, is abhor- 
rent to every refiecting mind. In view of desolated homes, blasted 
hepes, ruined lives, and broken-hearted women, does it not become 
us as an Association, and for the honor and prosperity of the cause of | 
religion, and for the sake of souls, which are to be saved or lost, not 
only to cleanse ourselves from this henious sin, but to set our faces 
against it. The power of the church for good or evil in the cause of 
Temperance is beyond calculation. Her practice and her example can 
crush the cause or make it triumph. UI her members will use it as a 
beverage, others will get drunk, and some of her members will go 
down with them into the pit. And what an awful thought is here 
suggested by the solemn declaration of Scripture: ‘“ No drunkard 
shall inherit the kingdom of God.” Can a christian abstain from 
every appearance of evil whilst continuing in the practice of habitual 
drinking! The road that every drunkard has traveled! Or will a 
professor of religion be acting for the glory of God, as all are com- 
manded to do, when engaged in making, selling, or using as a bever- 
age, an article of drink which is a means of spreading poverty, mis- 
ery, crime and death, amongst the human family, for whose salvation 
Christ died.

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Saturday Morning, Oct. 17th. 
Met according to adjournment. Hymn on page 353, “ Come holy 
Spirit, heavenly dove,” &c. Prayer by bro. Amos Laner. 
On motion the names of delegates were called. All present. On 
motion the proceedings of yesterday were read, corrected & adopted. 
The Committee on Missions reported as follows: 


REPORT ON MISSIONS. 4 


Your committee on Missions report that the great commission un- 
der which we labor is, ‘go ye into all the world and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.” But so far as we have been able to ascertain 
nothing has been done in the Mountain and Catawba Association du- 
ring the past year, in this department of ministerial labor. How far 
we have been remiss in our obligations to the Great Head of the 
Church is not for us to say. But the past is gone and it has borne its 
solemn record to the Book ef God, and we are hastening to meet the 
issue in that dreadful day, when God shall set in judgment on our 
souls. There are many destitute places within our bounds, and a 
great and effectual door is open for the preaching of the glorious 
gospel. Your committee would humbly submit that it 1s the duty 
of this Association to supply these destitute communities with the 
Word of life as far as we can; and then call on our white brethren 
for help. Can this be done? We know that we are poor; that mo- 
ney is scarce. Still we think that something can be done, and there- 
fore submit the following recommendations : 

1. That we appoint at least one Missionary to labor in the destitute 
portions of our field, and that we pledge ourselves to contribute to 
his support. 

2. That every pastor present the subject of Missions so his congre- 
gations and urge its claims upon their liberality, and take up a col- 
lection in behalf of it. 

3. That the Ministers of this Association whose time is not fully 
occupied, establish preaching places in vacant sections, and not 
wait to be called or sent, but go and preach the gospel to the poor. 

4. That A. M. Thomas, Amos Laner, Giles Redic, William Clark, 
and Jesse Barker, be appointed a Committee to secure the services of 
a Missionary, fix his salary, and superintend missionary operations 
throughout our bounds. C. B. BROWN, Chairman. 

Remarks were made on the above report by bros. B. F. Eaton, eld. 
Isaac Cansler, eld. Edom Wellman, and A. M. Smith, after which, on 


motion, the report was adopted. 
The Committee on Sabbath Schools reported as follows : 
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REPORT ON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


Your Committee beg leave te report that we look upon this enter- 
prise as claiming the hearty co-operation of every one that loves our 
Lord Jesus Christ. It offers a field in which every grade of talent 
may find useful employment. No member of the church can say he 
or she can do nothing for Christ. If there are any who cannot teach 
they can learn, and become qualified to teach. Were all the members 
of our churches engaged in this work, we should not have so many 
drones. What large blessings would God bestow upon a church 
where every member was actively engaged in laboring for the salva- 
tion of souls. Who can tell the benefit of a well conducted Sabbath 
School, where the children are taught to observe the Lord’s day, and 
learn to reverence holy things, read God’s Word, read of a Saviour’s 
love. Their minds are led to consider that they have souls to be 
saved or lost, and taught to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
Sunday School has been aptly styled the nursery of the Church. But 
we look around us and ask where is the church that is caring for the 
rising generation? Echo answers, where! Only two churches re- 
port having a Sabbath Schooi. Brethren, how can we expect God to 
bless us in our idleness? What heart have we to ask him to convert 
our children, while we use no effort to induce their return to God ? 
How do you spend your Sabbaths? Do you spend them in lying 
about home sleeping, or in visiting, while your children and your 
neighbors’ children are spending them as sinfully, without any care 
for their souls? And then do you expect to receive at the last day 
the plaudit, ‘* Well done, good and faithful servant”? It is high time 
to awake out of sleep. Souls are perishing, and we are not laying it 
to heart as we should.
